RIOTING FLOOD SUFFERERS 
DISPERSED BY GUARDSMEN 


Angered by Destruction of House- 
hold Goods Deemed Insanitary 
at East Vandergrift, Pa.

VANDERGRIFT, Pa., March 25. 
—National Guardsmen drove more 
than 200 rioters from East Vander- 
grift today after they broke through 
guard lines and tried to prevent 
the Citizens’ Health Committee 
from condemning household fur- 
nishings as insanitary. 

Dr. D. E. Snyder, Westmoreland 
County medical officer, had author- 
ized S. J. Russel, chairman of the 
Citizens’ Flood Committee here, to 
appoint the health committee. He 
asked the committee to inspect 
property in the still-restricted East 
Vandergrift area, worst damaged 
by last week’s flood and condemn 
furniture and possessions which 
might be disease laden. 

The committee began its work 
yesterday. This morning irate res- 
idents began gathering at guard 
lines. Finally, incensed over de- 
struction of* their property which 
the committee deemed insanitary, 
they rushed the small detachment 
of guardsmen guarding the area. 
Reinforcements came in from oth- 
er parts of the town and turned 
them back.

Samuel Meisells, assistant ac- 
countant of the FCC investigation 
of A. T. & T., testified regarding 
advances to the Fox Theaters Cor- 
poration and other film interests, 

In his testimony, Meisells traced 
a $15,000,000 loan by Electrical Re 
search Products Co., to Fox Thea- 
ters Corporation in 1929. Electrical 
Research, he said, borrowed the 
money from Western Electric Co., 
of which it was a subsidiary. On 
the same day, the A. T. & T. ad- 
vanced $12,000,000 to Western Elec- 
tric, 

“No Information.” 

A. T. & T. records, Meisells testi- 
fied, contained “no information” as 
to why the loan was not made di- 
rectly by Western Electric or~by 
the telephone company, rather than 
through Electrical Research. 

Meisells later tuid of a $9,775,000 
loan by Electric Researeh. ta 
sey, Stuart & Co., « 
nance house, and a $5,000, Elec- 
tric Research loan to General The- 
aters Equipment, Inc. 

Samuel Becker, special ICC coun- 
sel, said the money advanced 
in these two loans went to pay off 
the original advance by Electrical 
Research to Fox Theaters. 

“Electrical Research furnished 
$15,000,000 to repay itself the $15,- 
000,000 of Fox,” Becker asked, “and 
substitute new debtors for the old 
one, at the same time reducing the 
original indebtedness by $225,000?” 

Meisells answered affirmatively. 

The witness also testified regari- 
ing the purchase of $8,500,000 of 
Film Securities Corporation notes 
by Weco Corporation, a subsidiary 
of Western Electric. 

Funds for the purchase, Meisells 
said, were supplied by Western 
Electric. Of the total purchase, he 
added, Weco sold $500,000 of the 
notes to Graybar Electric Co., an- 
other member of the A. T. & T. cor- 
porate family. 

Meisells frequently quoted from 
A. T. & T. files, which he said 
were designated “personal and con- 
fidential.”’ 

Loans for Other Films. 

Hecht-MacArthur, Inc,, was list- 
ed as having received more than 
$500,000 to aid in producing “With- 
out Passion,” “Once in a Blue 
Moon,” and “The Scoundrel.” The 
“Take a Chance Picture Corpora- 
tion” was said to have been granted 
a $100,000 loan to make “Take a 
Chance.” The exhibit showed the 
Picture Alliance Corporation, with 
loans aggregating $805,500, was aid- 
ed in the production of 12 features, 
nine Westerns and 39 shorts. 

To the Acorn Theatrical Enter- 
prises, Inc., went $7500 for produc- 
tion of “A Plain Man and His Wife,” 
Other loans 
listed included: Arnold Picture Cor- 
poration for the “Great Adventure,” 
$70,000; Associated Film Producers’ 
Corporation, “Social Register,” $86,- 
500: Brooklyn Corporation, “Gam- 
bling,” $162,894; Exito Productions, 
Inc., “Down Hill,” “His Unofficial 
Fiancee,” “The Day You Love Me,” 
and “Tango Bar,” a total of $248,- 
700. 

Meisells also testified as to agree- 
ments with the Sound Studios of 
New York, Inc., and the World 
Broadcasting System, Inc., under 
which it was said an A. T. & T. sub- 
sidiary financed the installation of 
reproducing devices in a score of 
radio stations. 

With conclusion of his testimony, 
the hearing recessed until next 
Tuesday. 

Control of Communication. 

Inquiry into A. T. & T.’s activity 
in the motion picture field is one 
phase of the FCC's effort to show 
the tremendous extent of the tele- 
phone company’s activities. Besides 
its telephone business, Government 
attorneys said yesterday, it has a 
commanding position in teletype 
manufacturing, sound motion pic- 
ture recording “and by virtue of 
patent control and ownership of 
wires, it has a commanding posi- 
tion in radio telephone, radio broad- 
casting and telephoto services.”

WASHINGTON, March 25. — 
Robert E. Clements, who resigned 
yesterday as national secretary and 
chief anizer of the Townsend 
Plan, said today he would appear 
tomorrow before the House Inves- 
tigating Committee with a five-ton 
truck full of records. 

“IT am more anxious than they 


are to have this investigation,” he 
said. “We have nothing to hide. 
I have been responsible for financ- 
ing the Townsend Plan. I have col- 
lected around $850,000 and I have 
accounted for every postage stamp.” 

He said the organization up to 
Jan. 1 had spent $750,000 and still 
had: about $100,000 on hand. “We've 
built the biggest organization in 
the country and it couldn’t be dup- 
licated at ten times the cost,” he 
said. 

Members of the; House commit- 
tee, who summo Clements to 
appear as the first witness in the 
inquiry into the organization, said 
they expected “other resignations” 
soon, 

Clements said he had _ differed 
with Dr. F, E. Townsend, co-found- 


jer. plan, on “fundamental! pol- 
icles Sncluding organization, meth- 


ods of getting Congress to enact the 
plan, and Townsend’s political ma- 
neuvering. Townsend has been al- 
ternately making threats of a third 
party movement and expressing dis- 
favor of such a movement. Cle- 
ments expressed the opinion that 
the Townsend plan should be kept 
non-political. 
No Dispute Over Borah. 

Both Clements and Townsend de- 
nied the split was due to friendly 
glances that Townsend has been 
casting toward the candidacy of 
Senator Borah of Idaho for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. 

Townsend issued a statement in 
Los Angeles saying he wanted de- 
centralization of authority within 
the movement, while Clements “was 
more inclined toward keeping a 
tight rein on the organization, 
clubs and officers.” 

In resigning as secretary-treas- 
urer of Old Age Revolving Pen- 
sions, Ltd., Clements moved to end 
his connection with the Townsend 
Weekly, jointly owned by him and 
Townsend and said to have a large 
circulation at 5 cents a copy. 

He said he was withdrawing a 
part, amounting to less than one- 
third, of the weekly’s assets and 
assigning his stock to Townsend 
on condition that 90 per cent go to 
the Townsend organization. 

Clements said that although he 
was returning to his real _ estate 
business in California he would 
continue to give his “all” in unof- 
ficial capacity to the drive for a 
2 per cent tax on all transactions 
to finance pensions up to $200 a 
month for all persons over 60. 

Plans For Inquiry. 

Chairman Bell (Dem.), Missouri, 
of the House Investigating Commit- 
tee said Clements would be ques- 
tioned on how the Townsend organ- 
ization collects and spends its 
money, “and who receives any of 
hg 

Bell said that “for weeks a quiet 
investigation” had been going on

“The devastating suspense caused 
by the investigation delay and the 


constant strivings of leaders to gain } 


control of the organization, togeth- 
er with the sparring of the various 
members of the expensive legal staff 
in O. A. R. P.’s employ for this 
hearing, made this first and hasty 
climax possible,” Bell's statement 
said. 

“In the last few weeks,” Bell add- 
ed, “the feelings of the leaders have 
been more and more tense because 
the investigators did their work 
quietly and did not announce any 
policies or what evidence had been 
found to be used.” 

Besides being subpenaed to ap- 
pear personally, Clements was told 
to bring a list of every Townsend 
club, charters, income tax state- 
ments, copies of “all telegrams of 
every kind or nature as may be re- 
quired by the committee,” bank 
books, expenditure records and 
safety deposit box contracts Yor 
Townsend, Clements or the organ- 
ization.

Judge Says He Will)Grant 
Motion If Effort to Se- 
cure Jury in Tampa Is 


Unsuccessful.

TAMPA, Fla. March 25.—Mo- 
tions to transfer the Joseph Shoe- 
maker flogging trials to another 
county were overruled, at least tem- 
porarily, by Judge Robert T. De- 
well today and the selection of a 
jury to try the first three defend- 
ants was qGeecred to proceed. Three 
former policemen, charged with 


kidnaping growing out of the fatal 
flogging of Joseph Shoemaker, 
sought the change of venue. 

The judge ,explained that his “i- 
nal decision on the motions was 
withheld until it was determined 
whether a trial jury could be select- 
ed. He recessed court until 9:30 
a. m. tomorrow, when efforts to 
select the jury will be started. 
Judge Dewell said he was not con- 
vinced that a fair and impartial 
jury could not be chosen here. He 
said, however, that, if subsequent 
developments showed a jury could 
not be selected, he would grant the 
change of venue. 

Judge Dewell took the plea under 
advisement after selection of the 
six-man jury was stopped late yes- 
terday when defense counsel asked 
for the transfer after a “Commu- 
nist” circular was found in the 
courtroom. 

The defendants, C. A. Brown, 
John P. Bridges and C. W. Carlisle, 
are charged with kidnaping E. F.

British Cabinet Meets. 

The European situation was dis- 
cussed by Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin's Cabinet today at its 
weekly meeting. Sir Thomas In- 
skip, Britain's new Minister for De- 
fense co-ordination, attended the 
meeting for the first time as @ 
fullk member of the Cabinet. 

French Minister of State Joseph 
Paul-Boncour visited Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden at the For- 
eign Office for conference before 
flying to Paris. 

Jeachim von Ribbentrop, Hitler's 
special ambassador, conferred with 
Eden in the latter’s office in the 
House of Commons after the Cabi- 
net meeting, which lasted more 
than two hours.

The Council, executive body of 
the League, will reconvene in its 
usual haedquarters at Geneva after 
the Reichstag election and France's 
parliamentary elections April 26. 

Hard Job for Eden. 

League sources appeared to agree 
that immediate danger of European 
“complications” had been avoided, 
although Eden faces a difficult sit- 
uation in his efforts to reconcile 
the French and German stands. 

In his reply Hitler announced 
Germany would “place at the dis- 
posal of the Royal British Govern- 
ment a comprehensive statement of 
its position, together with its pos 
itive proposals,” March 31.

CINCINNATI, March 25.—Heavy 
rains at the headwaters of Ohio 
River tributaries caused a fresh rise 
in the upper valley today that 
threatened to increase the flood 
crest at Cincinnati to around 60 
feet. 

The river reached a crest of 59.6 
feet and receded to 59.5 here today 
when Meteorologist W. C. Deve- 
reaux, gathering new information, 
revised his prediction, adding that 
the new rise probably would not be 
great enough to cause extensive 


- damage in the lower valley were 


thousands of acres of lowland are 
flooded. He predicted a stage of 
59 to 60-feet would hold at Cincin- 
nati for nearly five days and said 
the new crest here might exceed 
slightly the higher figure. 

The new rise would place the 
stage at 63 feet or somewhat higher 
at Ashland, Ky., and 60 feet at 
Portsmouth, two feet below’ the 
gandbags at the top of a flood wall 
protecting the city.

In Pittsburgh, River-Front Streets 
Are Flooded Again.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 25.— 
Rising water of the Monongahela 


River flooded lowland towns today 
and spread again into river-front 
streets of Pittsburgh. 

Several hundred _ residents fled 
for the highlands in valley towns. 
At Brownsville, Pa., the water rose 
to a stage within two feet of last 
week’s crest, invaded 200 homes and 
disrupted rail and highway traffic. 
Property damage was slight. 

The Monongahela was fed by 
flooded tributaries in Northern 
West Virginia, which swept a part 
of the town of Grafton and sub- 
merged the Government’s $15,000,- 
000 Tygarts Valley dam. The river 
was receding at its headwaters to- 
day. 

The new rise, which river men 
predicted would not come within 
many feet of last week’s mark in 
Pittsburgh, threatened to inundate 
basements in the lower part of the 
“Golden Triangle,” heart of Pitts- 
burghs’ business area, which was 
hard hit by the last flood. 

The high water impeded relief 
work in some areas but reconstruc- 
tion plans went ahead. 

A gas explosion that blew up a 
manhole cover caused authorities 
to order evacuation of some down- 
town buildings. Police said the 
step was taken as a precaution 
because of the possibility of accum- 
ulation of gas. National guardsmen 
patrolled the district and permitted 
no one to enter. 

The City Council here asked for 
$10,000,000 of Federal funds to re- 
place lost homes. 


Wheeling, W. Va., Told to Expect 
Another Flood,

RETIRED ADMIRAL SHOT 


IBY GUNMEN IN IRELAND 


Henry Boyle Somerville, 73, 
Murdered in Home—kKill- 
ing Laid to Recruiting. 


By the Associated Press. 

CASTLETOWNSEND, Ireland, 
March 25. — Vice-Admiral Henry 
Boyle Somerville, retired, 73 years 
old, was shot to death in front of 
his wife Monday night by one of 
four men who broke into his se- 
cluded residence near here. 

Police kept the murder a sécret 
until last night. They are basing 
their search on the theory Somer- 
ville was killed because of, his re- 
cents recruiting activities for the 
British navy. 


The assailants drove up to Point 
House, his residence near this Coun- 
ty Cork town, in an automobile, En- 
tering the house, one of them drew 
@ revolver and discharged it at 
Somerville. The men ran out and 
escaped before an alarm could be 
given. 

A relative told officers that the 
retired Admiral was “very active in 
enlisting boys for the navy, and 
someone may have considered that 
a matter for which he should be 
put out of the way.” 

There were few clews to follow, 
however, and police- were not able 
to announce any tangible progress 
in their investigation. 

Somerville was senior naval] of- 
ficer at Halifax, N. 8., in 1917, and 
was engaged through the World 
War in patrol and convoy work on 
the North Atlantic. 


Vice-Admiral Somerville was the 
author of numerous nautical works 
and compiled several dictionaries of 
the languages of the New Hebrides 
and of the Solomon Islands. 


A native of County Cork and son 
of a Lieutenant-Colonel, he was a 
graduate of the Royal Academy at 
Gosport, and his first sea service 
was aboard the old ship Britannia 
He served on the Shannon during 
the Chilean-Peruvian War, 1880; 
aboard the Agincourt during the 
first Egyptian War in 1882 and on 
the Audacious and the Heroine in 
China from 1884 to 1888, 

Transferred to the hydrographic 
service in Australia in 1889, Vice- 
Admiral Somerville remained with 
that branch until 1896, when he 
was ordered to the ship Egeria. In 
1902 he was sent to the Persian 
Guif and from 1904 to 1907, as com- 
mander of the Sphinx, directed the 
coast survey of Ceylon and the I[n- 
dian Ocean. 

During the World War he was 
commander of the ships Victorian 
Argonaut, Amphitrite and King 
Alfred in the North Atlantic pa- 
trol, and later was in command of 
the Devonshire in convoy service 
between America and England. He 
retired in 1919, and subsequently 
served in various important posi- 
tions in the British Admiralty Of. 
fice.

Recalls French Occupation in De- 
fending His Remilitarization of 
Zone.

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Text of German Note Rejecting 
Proposal of Locarno Powers 


BERLIN, March 25. 

FOLLOWING is the tert in part 

of the German answer to the 
Locarno Powers rejecting their 
Proposals, the answer first stat- 
ing that only by discarding out- 
worn agreements can a new 
framework of peace be erected; 

The proposal for the draft of 
an agreement handed tothe Ger- 
man Government by the British 
Secretary of State Eden lacks, 
however, every prerequisite for 
successful organization of real 
and endurable peace, inasmuch 
as it is primarily based on new 


discrimination not endurable for 
a great nation and upon a re- 
newed attempt to establish the 
inequality of Germany with re- 
spect to other states. 

Were the German Government 
to give its approval! to this pro- 
posal it would share the blame 
for inevitably continued inner 
rejection of humiliating subjec- 
tion of the German people. This, 
however, the German Govern- 
ment will not do. 

For it is contrary to ali his- 
torical experience to erect upon 
such a foundation real, enduring 
peace—real and enduring be- 
cause it is voluntarily agreed 
with ful) equality of rights on 
all sides and therefore respect- 
ed. The German Government 
must therefore reject all of 
those stipulations of the pro- 
posals of the Locarno Powers 
which are of a character to de- 
fame anew the honor of the na- 
tion or to put in question or to 
abolish equality of rights... .

SHERIF DEUSER 
GOING TO TRL 
AGAIN ON MONDAY 


Convicted of Conspiracy to 
Defraud, He Still Faces 
Charge of Defrauding 
the County.

Sheriff Philip G. Deuser of St. 
Louis County, found guilty by a 
Clayton jury of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the county, continued today 
to hold his office, the misdemeanor 
conviction being held not to affect 
his official status. The jury fixed 
his punishment at $100 fine. 

The fine will remain unpaid un- 
til the motion of Deuser’s counsel 
for a new trial has been passed 
upon, next Monday, by Circuit 
Judge Ransom A. Breuer of Her- 
mann, who presided at the trial in 
Judge Mueller’s court Monday and 


yesterday. 

On the same day, before Circuit 
Judge John A. Witthaus, Sheriff 
Deuser is scheduled to go to trial 
on the charge of fraud in office. 
This is also a misdemeanor charge, 
but Prosecuting Attorney C. Arthur 
Anderson said yesterday that @ con- 
viction on the fraud charge would 
have the effect of removing the 
Sheriff from office. 

Details of Conspiracy Case. 

In the conspiracy case, which re- 
lated to the handling of accounts 
for feeding of prisoners, Sherifi 
Deuser was indicted jointly with 
Harry J. Hoch, St. Louis grocery 
salesman. Hoch took a severance, 
and testified yesterday in behalf of 
Deuser. Hoch’s case has not been 
set for trial. Deuser’s pending 
case is based on the same matters 
as the conspiracy case. 

The Deuser jury reported its ver- 
dict at 4:10 p. m. yesterday, having 
had the case since 11 a. m., with 
an hour for lunch. A member of 
the jury said 10 ballots were taken, 
and that the vote at first stood 7 to 
5 for conviction, and on later bal- 
lots came to be 11 to 1. After the 
decision to convict, only one ballot 
was needed to fix the penalty. The 
jury had its option of a fine up to 
$500, or a jail term up to one year, 
or both fine and jail term. 

The arguments to the jury were 
made by Associate Prosecuting At- 
torney John J. Wolfe and A. E. L. 
Gardner, defense counsel. They went 
over the details of the charge that 
Sheriff Deuser, with the help of 
Hoch, furnished to the County 
Court last December a set of pur- 
ported duplicate invoices, to show 
purchases of food supplies for the 
July-to-November period of last 
year; and that these purported rec- 
ords were false, showing purchases 
amounting to $2155, when the com- 
pany’s other verifiable records show 
purchases of only $62 for the same 
period. Hoch testified that he wrote 
the purported duplicate invoices at 
home and “from memory.” 

The County Court, or adminis- 
trative body, was trying at that 
time to determine the cost of feed- 
ing prisoners, in order to fix a 1936 
allowance for the: purpose. It found 
the purported invoices to be incor- 
rect, and got information from oth- 
er sources, resulting in its decision 
to reduce the allowance from 75 
cents a day per prisoner to 45 cents.

Wilbert called police, who rushed 
the boy to De Paul Hospital, where 
an operation and blood transfusion 
was performed. 

Shot in Abdomen. 

The bullet entered the right side 
of the abdomen, punctured the liver, 
stomach and large intestine and 
emerged at the hip. Blood for the 
transfusion was furnished by the 
father. 

Robert Morley found a spent .22- 
caliber bullet in the school yard and 
turned it over, to police. Officers 
questioned neighbors and learned 
that a boy had been seen firing a 
rifle several days ago. George Man- 
ningman, 5908 Minerva, gave the 
officers a discharged .22-caliber 
shell, which he had found in his 
yard. The policemen then ques- 
tioned Mrs. George Stoops, mother 
of Oliver. 

Mrs. Stoops explained that she 
had just returned home and had 
been informed by her son, who had 
come from the school yard, that 
Raymond Peterman had been shot 
under circumstances which he had 
not learned. She showed the offi- 
cers her husband’s .22-caliber sin- 
gle-action rifle, which smelled of 
powder, and a search of the apart- 
ment revealed a discharged cart- 
ridge on a cabinet near a front win- 
dow. 

Says He Shot at Tree. 

Oliver denied knowledge of the 
shooting until taken to Page Bou- 
levard Police Station. There he 
told of finding his mother absent 
when he returned home from St.

The House bill would require so- 
licitors of funds for influencing legis- 
lation or election of Federal offi- 
cials to keep files of contributors 
of more than $10 and report the in-

Clerk each month. 

Political Committees Not Included. 
The bill does not apply to political 
committees falling under the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act. 
Representatives paid to influence 
legislation in Washington would be 
required to registef with the Secre- 
tary of the Senate and House Clerk, 
giving the name of their employers 
and compensation. Evefy three 
months they. would have to file de- 
tailed reports of all money recéived 
and expended, with names of pub- 
lications in which they have caused 
articles or editorials to be published. 
A maximum penalty of $1000 fine 
and one year’s imprisonment would 
be provided for violators.

MADRID, March 25. — Nearly 
five years after the Spanish mu- 
nicipal elections which, by their 
enormous Left majority, caused 
the downfall of Alfonso XIII and 
the establishment of the Spanish 
republic, the peninsula has again 
undergone a swing to the Left. 
The new Cortes (Parliament), 
which began its session March 16, 
seeks a peaceful restoration of the 
“republic of 1931.” 

The ideals which the men of the 
Left brought with them into office 
in 1931 lost their luster in petty 
party fights interspersed by grave 
scandals which irremediably com- 
promised some of the _ leaders. 
These troubles enormously en- 
hanced the difficulties of putting 
into practice such plans as the 
settling of agricultural workers on 
the confiscated estates of the 
grandees. 

The first indication that all was 
not going well was the abortive 
military revolt of Gen. San Jurjo 
in August, 1932. In the following 
April the partial municipal elec- 


tions went against the government 
of Left Republicans and Socialists 
headed by Manuel Azana. In Oc- 
tober, 1933, President Alcala. Za- 
mora dissolved the Cortes Con- 
stituyentes and in the subsequent 
elections in November and Decem- 
ber Azana’s following was almost 
wiped out. 
Vengeance on Rebels. 

An uneasy coalition of Conserva- 

tives, Monarchists and Clericals 
took office and began to undo the 
work of its predecessors. Thus the 
scene was laid for the terrible rev- 
giutionary strike of October, 1934, 
which resulted in 1378 dead, 2921 
wounded and material damages 
estimated at $40,000,000. 
The Right government of the 
time took fierce vengeance on all 
whom it considered guilty of par- 
ticipation in the revolt. 

The confiscated lands of the 
grandees were restored to them; 
separation of church and state 
and lay control of education were 
repealed. The Catalan statute of 
autonomy was rescinded and the 
President, Don Luis Companys, was 
sentenced to 30 years’ imprison- 
ment, 

The republic was brought back to 
the point from which it had start- 
ed in April, 1931. Talk of restor- 
ing the monarchy was heard and 
sentiment developed for a dicta- 
torship. In succeeding Right Cabi- 
nets the outstanding figure was 
not the Premier, but the Minister 
of War, Senor Gil Robles, head of the 
Confederation of Right Parties, 
whose followers greeted him with 
upraised hand and cries of “Jefe! 
Jefe!” the Spanish equivalent of 
“Duce! Duce!” 

Popular Front Coalition. 

The concentration on the Right 
induced a counter movement to- 
ward extremism on the Left. An- 
archists, Communists and Social- 
ists grouped themselves in a close 
alliance, attracting two groups of 
Liberal intellectuals who despaired 
of obtaining seats otherwise—the 
Left Republicans of Azana and the 
Republican Union led by Martinez 
Barrio, who had presided with 
conspicuous impartiality over the 
elections of 1933. This coalition 
was known as the Popular Front, 
and it drew up a program to re 
store “republican” government. 
The Rightists endeavored to meet 
the challenge by drawing up a 
common program of their own. Aft- 
er extensive negotiations it was 
stated that agreement had been 


made public. 

Appalled by the prospect of 
Spain’s dividing into two bitterly 
hestile clans, President Alcala Za- 
mora called to power in December, 
1935, Senor Portela Valladares, 
with a mandate to prepare general 
elections and with an understand- 
ing that he was to build up a cen- 
ter party of moderates. Portela 
Valladares was described by his 
enemies as the “fifth-rate residue 
of the “monarchy” and by others as 
the “despicable agent of the Free 
Masons.” He was jeered both by 
Right and Left for issuing a pro- 
gram before he had a party, and 
his attempt proved to be hopeless. 

Result of Election a Surprise. 

The election commenced in a 
blaze of publicity. The Right did 
not lack for funds. The aristocrats, 
delighted at receiving their lands 
back, contributed generously to the 
and confederation of 
Right Parties’ campaign funds. On 
the Left,t he workers contributed 
their small quota, and the “war of 
posters” commenced vigorously. 
Until the very last the Rightists 
were sure of election, but the result 
was otherwise. 

These general elections, the third 
since the foundation of the repub- 
lic, took place on Feb. 16, 1936, to 
the accompaniment of sporadic riot- 
ing followed by some church-burn- 
ing and bloodshed. It resulted in 
a startling victory for the Popular 
Front—startling not because a vast 
majority was rolied up, but because 
any majority at all was obtained. 

The electorate was slightly larger 
than it was in December, 1935, when 
it numbered 13,187,311, of whom 6,- 
849.426 were women. At that elec- 
tion about one-third of the voters 
abstained.

One of the reasons both Left and 
Right expected the latter to win 
was the women's vote. 

But the Spanish women respond- 
ed to the sentimental appeal of 30,- 
000 prisoners locked up for politi- 
cal offenses; and in many cases it 
was not only a sentimental reac- 
tion but the concrete determination 
to secure the release of brothers 
husbands, fathers and sons. 

Another factor in the upheaval 
was the decision of the anarchists 
to vote. Hitherto these Left-wing 
extremists, as their name indicates 
have steadfastly refused to have 
anything to do with government o1 
the choice thereof. But on this oc 
casion, stirred no doubt by the feel 
ing of comradeship developed dur 
ing the 1934 troubles and by the in. 
carceration of their friends sidé by 
side with Communists and Social- 
ists, they turned out to vote, about 
500,000 strong, and will have several] 
representatives in the Cortes. 


Amnesty Forced. 

The avowed task of the new 
Cortes is that of peacefully restor 
ing the “republic of 1931” whose 
work was largely undone by the 
reactionary parties which came 
back into power in the elections 
of 1933. The extremists already 
have shown their strength by fore- 
ing the Government to grant an 
immediate amnesty to the political 
prisoners incarcerated as a result 
of the abortive general strike in 
October, 1934. The amnesty was 
the trump card of the Popular 
Front in the elections, but Azana 
had intended to pass it by the 
strictly legal method of a bill duly 
debated and voted by the Cortes. 
No sooner had the elections been 
won than the extremists made pop- 
ular demonstrations demanding 
immediate amnesty, and the newly 
formed Azena Cabinet was con- 
strained to grant it by decree, sanc- 
tioned by the standing committee 
of the old Cortes. This body stil! 
represented the predominantly con- 
servative color of the last Cortes. 
But its members were so greatly 
alarmed at the strength of the pop 
ular movement that they granted ir 
defeat what might have insured 
them victory if it had been done be 
fore the elections. 

Left tactics are to keep the Gov 
ernment on the run by constant 
extra-parliamentary pressure, Thé 
method was successful in the ques- 
tion of the amnesty and again in 
the restoration of Catalonia’s avu- 
tonomy statute. 

In the circumstances Azana has 
no option but to press forward and 
endeavor to cut the ground from 
under the extremists’ feet. This is 
no mean undertaking, however, for 
the Socialists and Communists have 
pre-empted a large area. 

An example of the difficulties fs 
to be found in the matter of the re- 
instatement of employes discharged 
after the October, 1934, strike. At 
that time the Right, besides impris- 
oning 30,000, had discharged mu- 
nicipal employes on all sides and en- 
couraged private employers to do 
the same. In their places were 
taken on men who often came to 
work at the risk of their lives. 

In the pre-electoral Popular Front 
compact it had been agreed that 
the victims of 1934 should be recom- 
pensed. This appears to have been 
taken by the Left Republicans to 
mean that Government employes 
should be reinstated. But no soon- 
er was victory assured than the ex- 
tremists insisted that private em- 
ployers also should restore uncon- 
ditionally to their old jobs all em- 
ployes dismissed as a consequence 
of political atrikes since Jan. 1, 
1934. 


Demands on Employers. 


Such an action with the indemnity 
also demanded would have serious 
results for employers even in a time 
of economic ease. Under present 
conditfons it would be ruinous. And 
since few businesses can afford to 
increase their staffs, it would entail 
the discharge of workers taken on 
to fill the vacancies left by strik- 
ers. The extremists have no qualms 
about taking revenge on these un- 
fortunates whom they regard as 
strike-breakers. 

The pressure already tried may be 
expected to be brought into action 
again as the Government brings be- 
fore the Cortes other sections of the 
Popular Front program. 

Will the Azana Cabinet be able 
to hold out against the pressure? 
To judge by the evidence available 
so far, it will not, but will be forced 
either to give way to it or to change 
its field of support. This Govern- 
ment is faced with the problem of 
achieving now what it failed to do 
in 1931, but with a weaker team, 
with less time and with a more exz- 
acting public.

NEW MOTOR BUS 
CAN RUN BOTH ON 
RAILS AND ROADS 


Uses Standard Auto Tires — 
Flanged Wheels Lowered 
by Automatic Device. 
By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, March 2.—A new 
type of motorbus which operates 
both on railways and highways— 
and turns off the tracks or back 
again with little or no delay—is 
offered by the railroads to meet 
competition and reclaim abandoned 
short lines. 
The auto-railer, as it is called, 
uses standard automobile tires. 
Flanged steel pilot wheels are low- 
ered—by pressing a dashboard but- 
ton—when the bus runs on railroad 
tracks. Even on the rails, how- 
ever, the pneumatic tires exert all 
traction and brake power and car- 
ry 75 per cent of the weight. 
The bus, which uses a gasoline 
automobile motor, was planned for 
short rail lines and spur or feeder 
branches of large railroads. It has 
been designed in seven different 
units for freight and passenger 
service, hauling and switching cars

MAYOR 10 VETO BILL LIMITING 
CITY JOBS TO ONE A FAMILY 


Aldermen’s Action “Unwarranted 
Encroachment” by Legislative 
Branch, Dickmann Is Advised. 
Mayor Dickmann told reporters 
today that he would veto a _ bill 
passed March 6 by the Board of Al- 
derment prohibiting any city depart- 
ment head from appointing more 
than one member of one family, re- 
siding in the same house, to a city 
job. A fine of from $5 to $500 was 
provided for violation, and the Po- 
lice and Fire Departments were ex- 
empted from the provisions of the 

bill. 

The Mayor said he received an 
opinion from City Counselor Edgar 
H. Wayman holding that passage of 
the measure was an unwarranted 
encroachment of the legislative 
branch of the city government on 
powers of city department execu- 
tives. While the Aldermen have 
power to prescribe the number and 
the wages of city employes, Way- 
man held, they have no power to 
pass on qualifications for appoint- 
ment of employes. The city char- 
ter specifies that fitness shall be 
the only qualification for appoint- 
ment, Wayman pointed out. 

The bill was introduced by Alder- 
man Nick Reidy of the Twenty-sec- 
ond Ward and passed by a vote of 
22 to 7. Since the Board is now 
controlled by the Mayor’s faction, it 
is believed his veto can be sustained. 
Twenty votes are required to over- 
ride a veto, and the Mayor’s group 
has 15 votes. 


DIRECTED VERDICT FREES 
MAN IN CHICAGO KILLING 


Irving Weitzman, Who Got Life at 
First Trial, Denied Murder 
for Insurance.

CHICAGO, March 25.—A directed 
verdict of acquittal today freed 
Irving Weitzman, head of a bak- 
ery shop chain, in the killing on 
March 3, 1934, of Eli Daiches, ad- 
vertising executive.

An additional 10 per cent payment 
to depositors of the closed Scruggs, 
Vandervoort & Barney Bank, by 
means of a $125,000 loan from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, was authorized today by Cir- 
cuit Judge John W. Joynt. Ralph 
D. Griffin, special deputy finance 
commissioner in charge of the liqui- 
dation, was instructed to pledge as- 
sets to secure the loan. 

Griffin stated the application had 
been approved by the RFC, and it 
was expected that checks would be 
mailed to depositors within a few 
days. Payments totaling 50 per 
cent previously were made to de- 
positors on claims amounting to 
about $1,300,000. The bank closed 
Jan. 14, 1933.

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611 MORE AMERICANS 
WIN IN IRISH LOTTERY 


Four to Receive $27,000; 
Drawings Concluded— 
Race to Be Friday.

DUBLIN, March 25.—The names 
of 611 more Americans were added 
today to the winners of prizes in 
the Irish Free State Hospitals 
Sweepstakes today as the drawings 
were concluded two days in ad- 
vance of the Grand National 
Steeplechase. 

Four of the Americans won about 
$27,000 each. The remainder will 
receive consolation prizes of £100 
(about $500). ' 

Today's drawings of residual and 
consolation prizes will send to 
America more than $1,650,000, 
which will be materially increased 
after the Liverpool race Friday. 

Americans had taken about 44 
per cent of the 728 prizes drawn 
yesterday, the first day, 325 Ameri- 
cans being assured about $3600, 
Twenty - seven Americans held 
tickets on five of the favorites in 
the Grand National, to be run Fri- 
day at Aintree. Holders of tickets 
on the winning horse will receive 
about $150,000, those on the second 
horse about $75,000 and on the third 
about $50,000.

CONFEREES TAKE 
PROCESSING TAKE 
OUT OF REPORT 


House Sub-Committee Re- 
verses Itself, Votes 
Against Any Excise 
Levies in New Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—A 
House Ways and Means Committee 
reversed itself today and agreed to 


keep processing and all other ex- 
cise taxes out of a report on which 
the full committee will open hear- 
ings Monday on the new revenue 
program. 

Chairman Samuel B. Hill (Dem.), 
Washington, told reporters: “We 
have eliminated entirely the sub- 
ject of processing taxes and all ex- 


basis for hearings because we 
weren't very keen for it any time 
and felt we would get pretty close 
to the amount of money we need 
from other sources.” 

The subcommittee agreed, too, he 
said, to reduce from 33% to 22% 
per cent the tax rate on dividends 
to non-resident alien owners of 
stock in American corporations. He 
said it was felt the rate was too 
high and the lower rate might even 
produce more money. 


Expectations of Subcommittee. 

Hill said it was expected that 
$591,000,000 of additional revenue 
would be produced from a new cor- 
poration tax, based on amounts of 
net income held back for reserves; 
$83,000,000 from temporary contin- 
uation of existing capital stock and 
excess profits levies; $100,000,000 
from a “windfall” tax on unpaid or 
refunded AAA processing taxes, 
and around $25,000,000 from the 
levy on foreigners -btaining divi- 
dends on American stocks. 

Yesterday the subcommittee had 
decided to include processing taxes 
on some 30 cr more farm and com- 
peting commodities and classes of 
commodities in its report to the full 
committee—without recommenda- 
tion—merely to permit their con- 
sideration in open hearings. The 
yield* from them had been esti- 
mated at $221,000,000. 


Report Ready Tomorrow. 
Hill said the report, in which no 
other changes are contemplated, 
will be handed to the full commit- 
tee tomorrow. 

President Roosevelt has suggest- 
ed that $620,000,000 extra Federal 
income be raised by taxes on cor- 
poration dividends and undistribut- 
ed net income and $517,000,000 over 
two or three years from the proces- 
sing and windfall levies. 

Hill said those proposals called 
for $792,000,000 annually over three 
years. He added that the subcom- 
mittee plan would approximate that 
figure for the first year. Since the 
windfall levy and continuation of 
the capital stock and excess profit 
taxes are for one year only, it would 
be necessary to replace them with 
other sources of revenue to meet 
the $792,000,000 total over the next 
two years. 

Subcommittee members have in- 
dicated that they believed next year 
would be a more strategic time to 
resort to processing taxes, which 
they considered politically danger- 
ous in an election year. 

The new corporation tax calls for 
graduated rates of 1 to 29% per cent 
on corporations with net income up 
to $10,000 a year, depending on 
whether they withhold from 10 to 
70 per cent of the total net income 
for reserves. Corporations with net 
income of $10,000 or over would pay 
4 to 42 per cent, on the same brack- 
ets. A complex schedule has been 
agreed on to permit favored treat- 
ment to corporations in the $10,000 
to $20,000 class. 


Recommendations in Report. 
Features which the subcommit- 
tee has announced will be included 
in a report to the full committee 
are: 

Exemption of banks, life in- 
companies from the corporation 
tax, with a flat 15 per cent levy 
on their net income. 

Similar exemption for corpora- 
tions restricted in declaring divi- 
dends by state and Federal laws 
and contractual obligations, with 
imposition of a flat 22% per cent 
tax on their net income. 

Repeal as of Jan. 1, 1936, of 
the present corporation income 
tax, except so far as it would still] 
apply to banks, insurance com- 
panies and restricted corporations 
exempted from the new corporation 
levies. 

As the subcommittee wound up 
its task, except for formal approval 
of the wording of the report, income 
tax collections for the first time in 
the present fiscal year exceeded $1,- 
000,000,000. The Treasury's daily 
statement disclosed collections of 
$1,002,301,437 through March 21, 
against $760.826.771 for the com- 
parable period last year. Total re 
ceipts for last year were $1,099,000.- 
000.

BORAH PRICE DISCRIMINATION 
BILL INVALID, LAWYER SAYS 


Author, at Hearing, Defends Meas- 
ure to Put Big and Small Buyers 
on Equal Footing.

WASHINGTON, March 25.— 
Charles Wesley Dunn of New York, 
general counsel of the Associated 
Grocery Manufacturers of America, 
Inc., told a Senate judiciary sub- 
committee today that the Borah an- 
ti-price discrimination bill was un- 
constitutional. . 
His view was challenged prompt- 
ly by Senator Borah, who said it 
was wholly constitutional and de- 
signed “in the public interest” to 
prevent price discriminations aimed 


lat eliminating competition. 

Dunn contended the Borah bill 
was unconstitutional on two 
grounds. “It prohibits price dis- 
crimination, regardless of the pres- 
ence or absence of a wrongful com- 
petitive purpose,” he gaid. ‘Also, it 
requires a manufacturer to make a 
discount, or advertising allowance, 
to all competing dealers if he makes 
it to one. It fails to recognize that 
the seller varies the price for dif- 
ference in the cost of doing busi- 
ness, the difference in cost of sell- 
ing to different customers and oth- 
er reasons. This bill allows the 
manufacturer to make only a quan- 
tity distinction, whereas there is an 
infinite variety of causes for price 
variation.”

Thus they deposited at the rate 
of almost four nickels for each 
nickel received. More exactly, they 


had to put up 18.5 cents for each 


5 cents paid by the machine, so 

that on the experience of their play 

the odds were 3.7 to 1 against them. 
Lacky Only Three Times. 

Only three times were the detec- 
tives lucky. In these three series 
of play $1.55 was returned for 65 
cents deposited. On the other hand, 
one member of the gambling squad 
played a baffle board 14 times to 
get 10 cents and another played 15 
times to get 25 cents. 

The detectives were not really 
gambling, however, because they 
played with money supplied by the 
Police Board and the money will 
be returned when the machines 
seized in raids are opened after 
the operators receive a formal hear- 
ing- before the board. Virtually 
without exception the machines are 
adjudged gambling devices and de- 
stroyed. The money in them, in 
excess of that used in play by the 
detectives, is turned over to the 
Police Relief Association. 

Those indicted were arrested »be- 
tween Jan. 13 and last Monday, 
Among the devices seized were slot 
machines, baffle boards, punch- 
boards, dice machines and cigarette 
and gum vending machines which 
return merchandise and (some- 
times) money to the player.

ANOTHER MISTRIAL 
IN LAMSON CASE 


Seven Men Vote for Convic- 
tion, Three Women 
for Acquittal.

MAN WHO DESIGNED 
MORE THAN 50c U. S. 
GOLF COURSES DIES

CHICAGO, March 25.—Thomas 
Bendelow, 64, a native of Aberdeen. 
Scotland, and one of America’s pi- 
oneer golf architects, died today. 

Bendelow, who left a job in the 
composing room of the New York 
Herald in 1895 to become a golf 
architect, laid out more than 500 
courses in the United States. He 
came to Chicago in 1901. 

He is survived by his widow. a 
daughter, Mrs. May Mizen: two 
sons, Ernest and Jack; a sister. 
Mary A. Bendelow, al! of Chicago, 
and a brother, the Rev. John Ben-

The relief problem which will con- 
front St. Louis County next week 


when State relief funds will be ex- 
hausted is even more acute than 
that of St. Louis, although on a 
smaller scale. 
About 6800 men, women and chil- 
dren will still be in need of assist- 
ance, but there will be no money 
for the 3800 the County Relief Ad- 
ministration has been helping with 
State funds, and in another two 
months there will be no money for 
the 3000 the County Court has been 
helping through its pauper fund. 
In St. Louis about 55,000 will re- 
main on the relief rolls. There will 
be available for their assistance the 
city’s monthly appropriation of 
$147,000 from relief bond issue 
funds. This will make possible a 
monthly allotment of about $9 to 
the average relief case. In the av- 
erage case there are about. four 
persons. 
Some Supplies Available. 
In both the city and county those 
in need will receive some help 
through the distribution of clothing 
from WPA workshops and _ food 
from the Federal Surplus Commodi- 
ty Corporation. No one anticipates 
that the food will be adequate in 
quantity or variety to meet a fam- 
ily’s needs. 
The County Relief Administra- 
tion, which formerly maintained 10 
offices in various sections of the 
county, has closed all but two and 
one in Overland will be closed next 
week.

“The act, if it be so construed as 
to warrant interference with plain-

“Fallacious Argument.” 
Regarding what it said was the 
contention of the defendants that 
the corporation was engaged in in- 
terstate * commerce, the decision 
said: 

“This is the familiar, but falla- 
cious, argument which would by ju- 
dicial interpretation and construc- 
tion, amend the Commerce clause 
of the Constitution by striking 
therefrom the words ‘with foreign 
nations, and among the several 
states, and with the Indian tribes,’ 
so that it shall read simply: 
“‘Congress shall have power to 
regulate commerce,’ and which 
would broaden the definition of 
‘commerce’ to include manufactur- 
ing, mining, agriculture, and, in 
fact, most of the activities of mod- 
ern life. 

“Implicit in the question of jur- 
isdiction is the question as _ to 
whether all enterprise in this coun- 
try is hereafter to be under the 
supervision of Federal courts as to 
rates of pay, wages, hours of em- 
ployment, and other conditions of 
employment of the workers en- 
gaged therein, or is it to remain 
free from the interference of courts 
in these and other matters, except 
when extraordinary conditions ex- 
ist.” 

The corporation’s equity bill made

Judge Barnes also said that “if 
there is judicial review provided for 
by the statute, it is wanting in due 
process.” 

An election among the corpora- 
tion’s employes “cannot fail to con- 
sume the time and attention of the 
workers, decrease production and 
cause the plaintiff damage,” he said. 

“At the worst, it can cause all 
the foregoing and ill-will, strife, 
civil commotion, riots and even 
bodily harm to representatives of 
rival factions.” _ 

Order Returnable March 31. 


The Bendix attorneys were told 
to present an order, for the Judge’s 
signature, on March 31. 

The Bendix Corporation employs 
3540 workers in the manufacture of 
carburetors, brakes and other auto- 
motive and aircraft parts. Several 
unions are organized within the 
plant, the decision set forth, and 
other workmen are unorganized. 
The corporation, in seeking the in- 
junction, alleged its relations with 
all employes were “harmonious and 
mutually satisfactory.” 

The National Labor Relations Act 
was approved on July 5, 1935. It 
creates the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, declares the right of 
employes to organize for collective 
bargaining, and empowers the 
board to issue orders compelling 
any persons to cease certain defined 
“unfair labor practices.” 

Two other Federal District Courts 
have held the Wagner law consti- 
tutional, and a District Judge at 
Kansas City has held it unconstitu- 
tional. 

More than 20 injunction suits 
have been filed against the board. 

J. Warren Madden, chairman of 
the board, recently told a Senate 
committee he hoped to obtain a 
Supreme Court review of the act 
this spring, In the meantime, board 
members have indicated they will 
go ahead with the administration 
of the act so far as court decisions 
permit.

TRADE NEGOTIATIONS HALTED,

Postponement Followed Hitler’s An- 
noouncement of Occupation 
of the Rhineland.

BERLIN, March 25.—Trade nego- 
tiations between Germany and So- 
viet Russia have come to a halt, 
both German and Russian official 
sources said today,since Adolf Hit- 
ler’s March 7 Reichstag speech, an- 
nouncing occupation of the Rhine- 
land and denunciation of the Lo- 
carno pact. 

This did not mean an actual rup- 
ture of negotiations, those 
sources said, but a postponement in 
dealings over a German loan and 
delay in completing current® trade 
arrangements for 1936. 

David Kandelaki, Soviet Trade 
Commissioner for Germany, is in 
Moscow now, reporting on the situ- 
ation as it developed after Hitler's 
speech. 

Efforts by Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
Nazi Economics Minister, to gain 
better economic relations with Rus- 
sia date back to May 21, 1935—one 
day after another Reichstag speech 
in which Hitler, despite hiis fulmi- 
nations against Bolshevism, said 
“The German Government has no 
other desire except that of having 
peaceful and friendly relations with 
all her neighbors.” 

Twenty-four hours later, Schacht 
invited the Soviet Trade Commis- 
sioner to confer with him. 


PARAGUAY LAND DISTRIBUTION 


Government Hopes to Settle 130,000 
Persons on 2,200,000 Acres.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, March %5. 
—President Rafael Franco today 
ordered a preliminary study of a 
program for redistribution of land.

NO WAR WHILE HE 1S PREMIER 
OF JAPAN, HIROTA DECLARES 


He Asserts “Positive Foreign Pol- 
icy” Merely Means Speedy 
Handling of Questions.

TOKIO, March 25.—Koki Hirota 
declared today that Japan would 
fight no war while he was Pre- 
mier. He recalled that he told 
Parliament last year that “there 
will be no war while I am Foreign 
Minister,” in telling foreign cor- 
respondents today, “that holds good 
while I am Premier.” 

Hirota expressed “keen gratifica- 
tion” over a recent statement by 
Vyacheslaff Molotov. president of 
the Council of Soviet Commissars, 
that MRussian-Japanese_ relations 
were improving. 

Hirota said he and Molotov were 
intimate friends during Hirota’s 
period as Ambassador at Moscow, 
and that “Molotov evidently believes 
with his old friend, the Premier of 
Japan, the time has come for pro- 
motion of better relations between 
our countries.” 

Hirota, who became Premier after 
the Feb. 26 Tokio uprising and 
assassinations, explained that the 
“positive foreign policy” which the 
new Cabinet announced “merely 
means a speeding up of a solution 
of questions between Japan and 
her negihbors by diplomatic 
means.” 

“The main thing is a readjust- 
ment of our relations with China,” 
he asserted. 


TURKS DENY THEY PLAN 
TO FORTIFY DARDANELLES 


Newspapers Demand Defenses for 
Straits, but Government Is Un- 
willing to Break Treaty.

ANKARA, Turkey, March 25.— 
Turkish newspapers arg asking the 
Government to refortify the Dar- 
danelles, but high officials said to- 
day the Government was not will- 
ing to complicate the international 
situation by breaking the Lausanne

fortification were unfounded. Fol-

U.S, GREAT BRITAIN 
AND FRANGE SIGN 
NEW NAVAL PACT 


Norman Davis and An- 
thony Eden Also Agree 
to Maintain Their Fleets 
at Same Level. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 
LONDON, March 25.—The United 


States, Great Britain and France 
signed a new International Naval 
Treaty today. The pact provides 
for advance notice of building pro- 
grams and removes restrictions on 
the size of navies. The United 
States and Great Britain, posses- 
sors cf the world’s mightiest fleets, 
agreed separately -. maihtain their 
navies at the same level. 

This Anglo-American agreement 
was expressed in an exchange of 
letters between Norman H. Davis, 
head of the American delegation, 
and Anthony Eden, British Fsreign 
Secretary. 

Davis, on behalf of the United 
States, was the first diplomat to 
sign the treaty. 

The new treaty was hailed by 
Davis as the “foundation of a new 
structure” for world fleet limita- 
tion, 

His address at the signing cere- 
mony contained an open invitation 
to Japan and Italy to adhere to the 
pact. 

Expresses Disappointment. 

Voicing the United States Gov- 
ernment’s disappointment that the 
new instrument does not provide 
for limitation of actual fleets 
strengths, but restricts only the 
size of certain ship types and guns, 
Davis gave warning of the possi- 
bility of a costly naval building 
race if good will is not displayed 
by the Powers in observing its 
spirit. 

“It is a commonplace that arma- 
ments are a reflection of interna- 
tional instability and distrust,” he 
said. “We are at present going 
through days of profound economic, 
political and military disturbance.” 

Referring to the actions of Japan 
in terminating the Washington and 
London naval treaties effective 
this year and then withdrawing 
from the present London conference 
when its demands for naval equal- 
ity were refused, Davis said: 

“The structure of naval limita- 
tion by agreement built up by the 
Washington and London treaties 
was badly damaged when it was 
found impossible to carry on these 
treaties. 

“The treaty which we are about 
to sign lays the foundation of a 
new structure. It will go far to 
maintain friendship and under- 
standing between the naval powers. 
It will serve as a bridge to fu- 
ture treaties of more far-reaching 
ee os 

In this connection he repeated 
his government’s hope of achieving 
in the future definite limifations on 
the size of navies. 

Davis’ told American corre- 
spondents at a luncheon that the 
treaty would prevent a race in sea 
armaments.

JAPANESE WRITES LETTER 
IN BLOOD TO CENSURE SELF 


Accepts Responsibility in This Man- 
ner for Defeat in Shanghai 
Council Election. 

By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, March 25.—A Jap- 
anese stood before a meeting of 
compatriots today, slashed his hand, 
and with the blood, painted the 
characters of a letter in which he 
accepted responsibility for defeat 
in an election. 

He was the chairman of the Jap- 
anese Election Committee which 
sought to increase its representa- 
tion in the Shanghai International 
Settlements’ Municipal Council. 

A count of ballots yesterday 
showed that the council, despite 
Japanese efforts to increase their 
representation, would remain at 
its former composition of five Brit- 
ons, two Americans, and two Jap- 
anese. 

Officials discovered today that 
more than 300 ballots had not been 
counted by the Occidental clerks, 
leading to a demand by the Japan- 
ese community for a new election. 
The Japanese request was taken 
under advisement, but authorities 
said that the uncounted ballots were 
not sufficient to alter the result.

$205,364,000 AGRICULTURE 
BILL PASSED BY SENATE 


Measure Increases Appropriations 
This Session to More Than Five 
Billion. 
WASHINGTON, March 25.—The 
Senate yesterday passed the $205,- 
364,000 agriculture appropriation 
bill and increased to more than 
$5,000,000,000 the amount appropri- 
ated so far this session. The ag- 
riculture bill was the sixth of the 

11 regular appropriation bills. 
While the amount carried in the 
total appropriations exceeded the 
amounts in the regular appropria- 
tion bills in past sessions, almost 
half of the $5,192,611,000 total was 
made up from the $1,730,000,000 ap- 
propriation to pay the bonus, and 


$440,000,000 for the soil conserva- 


tion bill. 

The agriculture bill went to con- 
ference with the House for consid- 
eration of Senate amendments add- 
ing to it about $39,000,000. 

Overriding House action, the Sen- 


ate added $1,000,000 to the bill to 
help finance the planting of 95,- 
000,000 trees in the 100-mile-wide 
shelter belt through the Middle 
West. Other principal additions in- 
cluded $10,000,000 for soil erosion 
study and development of water- 
shed nursery stock; $10,000,000 for 
purchase of timber areas, and $7,- 
728,000 for eradication of Bangs’ 
cattle disease and bovine mastitis.

ARNS ENBARGO 
LAW HELD INVALID 
BY FEDERAL COURT 


District Judge in New York 
Finds It Unlawful Delega- 
tion of Authority to the 
President. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 24.—Federal 
Judge Mortimer W. Byers declared 
in an opinion today that the con- 
gressional resolution empowering 
the President to place an embargo 
on arms and munitions to the Gran 
Chaco did not accomplish “a valid 
delegation of power to the execu- 
tive.” 


He sustained the demurrer to the 
first count of an _ indictment 
against the Curtiss-Wright Corpora- 
tion and others which charged them 
with conspiring to sell and export 
machine guns to Bolivia. 

The opinion had the effect of dis- 
missing the first count in the in- 
dictment charging violation of the 
presidential proclamation and the 
joint act of Congress. 

Second Count Not Offered. 

It does not affect the second 
count charging the defendants con- 
spired to defraud the United States 
of its governmental rights and 
functions to administer export reg- 
ulations by filing a false declara- 
tion setting forth that four air- 
planes were to be exported but 
omitting mention of the machine 
guns. 

Judge Byers upheld the argument 
of George Z. Medalie, counsel for 
the defendants, that Congress had 
no constitutional power to dele- 
gate to the President authority to 
act upon the basis of an opinion 
rather than congressional inquiry 
and determination of facts. 

He noted that dn the Supreme 
Court decision killing the National 
Industrial Recovery Act, there was 
a clear line of demarcation “be- 
tween a true finding of fact and a 
formulation of an opinion concern- 
ing future probabilities. 

“Such demarcation,” he said, “is 
such a recognition of the issue here 
presented that the court is preclud- 
ed from reaching any conclusion

Rosegrant, held safely in jail while under indict- 
ment, was released on bail AFTER a jury found him 
guilty. During the pendency. of his appeal, which has 
just been denied by the Supreme Court, this felon 
was permitted to roam at large. Now, as the peni- 
tentiary doors should be yawning for him, he is yet 
to be found. 

The case of Spot Reagan is a striking parallel. 
Reagan is a former saloon keeper, gangster, profes- 
sional bondsman, political ward heeler, gun-toter and 
killer. He killed Clifford Appler, who was unarmed, 
on May 11, 1933, when Appler ran into the yard of 
an apartment house owned by Reagan at 4367 Mary- 
land avenue to retrieve a baseball. Reagan has been 
convicted of this atrocious crime; nevertheless, he is 
at liberty to walk the streets of St. Louis and exer- 
cise his homicidal mania on someone else. 
But let us go back a bit and look at Reagan’s his- 
tory. No less than 25 times during Reagan’s career 
as a “tough guy,” he has been picked up by the 
police. In 1910, when he was 24 years old, he served 
a six-month workhouse sentence for malicious tres- 
pass. In 1918, he was fined $100 for carrying a con- 
cealed weapon. Those two were the only times the 
law caught up with Reagan until the Appler murder, 
apparently because he had learned the underworld 
technique of getting away with it. 
In the same year, 1918, Reagan was arrested in 
connection with the murder of Joseph Mount in the 
latter’s saloon, but was released. He was arrested 
again in connection with the slaying of Salvatore 
Faraci, and in other gang killings the police unsuc- 
cessfully questioned him. 
| ‘When he operated a roadhouse at 7411 Olive Street 
road, he was arrested on a charge of dry law viola- 
tion, but was freed because, for some mysterious 
reason, the evidence was lost or mislaid. 
A few hours before he killed Appler, Reagan was 
picked up on the complaint of Mrs. Agnes Flynn, 
4625A Farlin avenue, that Reagan had patrolled the 
sidewalk in front of her house, flourishing a gun, and 
that he finally had fired at the building. Reagan 
was promptly released on bond. 3 
He went home, quarreled with Appler and wan- 
tonly shot him down. By the time the police swooped 
down upon the Reagan home, he was gone. 
For more than two years, the killer was a fugitive 
from justice. The outcry for his capture became 
so great that when, on Dec. 31, 1934, Chief of Police 
McCarthy announced three ambitions for the year, 
ambition No. 1 was to apprehend Reagan. 
Finally, on June 5, 1985, after a clever piece of 
work on the part of Detectives Powell and Mobrak, 
Reagan was picked up in Kansas City and brought 
here for trial. 
Then began a long series of legal maneuvers de- 
signed to get Reagan out of jail on bond. Judge 
McAfee, on July 19, denied a motion for bail. Reagan 
appealed to the Supreme Court of Missouri for a 
writ of habeas corpus, which was denied Aug. 2. 
Again, on Nov. 4, Reagan’s motion for bail was re- 
jected by Judge Williams. Once more, Reagan fruit- 
lessly appealed to the Supreme Court. 
Reagan was at last brought to trial in January of 
this year and a confused jury which had agreed 
to Reagan’s guilt was unable to agree on the punish- 
ment. Judge Douglas was forced to declare a mis- 
trial. 
Indefatigable in his desire for freedom, Reagan 
appealed for release on bond, which was denied by 
Judge Douglas. For the third time, the Supreme 
Court was vainly asked to issue a habeas corpus 
writ. That was on Feb, 14. 
At his second trial, concluded March 3, Reagan was 
found guilty of murder and sentenced to a term of 
15 years in the penitentiary. 
A wily and vicious criminal had at last been snared. 
But no! 
After failing six times to obtain his release BE- 
FORE he was found guilty, Reagan was released on 
bond the day AFTER his guilt had been determined. 
This killer is now free to walk the streets of St. 
Louis. He can do so throughout the long months in 
which his appeal is pending. Where will he be when 
and if the Supreme Court affirms his sentence? 
Will he again beat the rap? Will he again flee 
from justice? Will one of the ambitions of the Chief 
of Police for 1937, 1939 or 1941 be to get Spot 
Reagan? 
As in the case of Rosegrant, the same Judge who a 
few days before had declined to let Reagan loose 
on bail felt constrained to release him after he was 
found guilty because of Supreme Court construction 
of a Missouri statute in 1924, holding that bail 
must be allowed as a matter of right on the applica- 
tion of a defendant not under sentence of death or 
life imprisonment. 
The statute appears, on its face, to vest Judges 
with discretion as to whether or not bail should be 
granted. The law contains the permissive word may, 
but the Supreme Court ruling, based on previous 
cases before it and on a reading of, the pertinent sec- 
tion in connection with others, gives the word the 
effect of shall, Neither Judge Nolte, in the Rosegrant 
case, nor Judge Douglas, in the Reagan casé, sfelt 
that he could fly in the face of the Supreme Court 
decision. 
Since this anomalous situation cries for a remedy, 
Pwe repeat what we said in our discussion of the 
Rosegrant case: “The duty of the Legislature is 
clear. It should make the statute in question mean, 
beyond a shadow of doubt, what it must seem to the 
layman already to mean, namely, that a Judge may 
grant bail to a defendant not under sentence of 
death or life imprisonment, but is not compelled to 
do so.” 
Angelo Rosegrant, kidnaper, and Spot Reagan, 
killer, clinch the point beyond all argument. 
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THREE EXCELLENT CHOICES. 

It is doubtful if President Roosevelt could have 
chosen three men better qualified than those he has 
designated to investigate the Government's admin- 
istrative machinery in co-operation with the special 
“economy” committee of the Semate, headed by Sen- 
ator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia. 

Charles E. Merriam’s work as a practical political 
scientist at the University of Chicago for 35 years 
has brought him international distinction. He knows 
both the political problems of the administration and 
the ideals which should be sought and has passed 
these insights to hundreds of students. Louis Brown- 
low—a native of Buffalo, Mo., incidentally—has been 
a soning commissioner in Washington, D. C., a suc- 
cessful city manager and, since 1931, director of the 
Public Administration Clearing House, an organiza- 


ernment. Luther H. Gulick, the youngest of the 
three, is outstanding as a teacher of governmental 
science. A professor of municipal government at 
Columbia University, he is frequently engaged as 
an expert consultant by governmental agencies such 
as tax, liquor and structural reorganization commis- 
sions. 

The inventory which these men take of overlapping 
Federal bureaus and functions will be worth study 
throughout the range of government administration. 
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DID WALL STREET CAUSE THE FLOODS? 

After the people of the Eastern flood regions have 
picked their remaining possessions out of the mud, 
one and all will immediately take out memberships 
in Father Coughlin’s Union for Social Justice. That, 
at least, was the intent of its founder’s latest radio 
blast. He has given the flood sufferers a psycho- 
logical stimulus by providing them with a “goat” 
for their misfortunes. It is the money changers, 
Father Coughlin says, who caused the floods. How? 
Very simple. The financiers refused to let adequate 
flood control works be installed because that would 
keep the people from “going to their (the finan- 
ciers’) swill pail year after year and bonding them- 
selves and future generations for the benefit of those 
who profit through disaster.” 
It sounds like deep-dyed villainy, except that the 
facts interfere. It is true that better flood control 
methods might have been provided, but for whatever 
neglect there has been in this respect the blame 
must rest on Washington and the local communi- 
ties. Moreover, to curb the floods of this month— 
the highest on record in a century or-more at cer- 
tain points—would have required higher levees and 
more extensive drainage works than anyone had 
dreamed of. 
Wall Street has its sins, but to accuse it of foment- 
ing and instigating floods reaches a new height in 
demagoguery. It can be surpassed only if Father 
Coughlin, in the approaching spring tornado season, 
announces that the windstorms, too, are part of a 
Wall Street plot. 
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FASCISM IN THE CRADLE OF LIBERTY. 
Anyone who thinks there is no Fascist menace in 
the United States ought to read the detailed report of 
the hearing on the Massachusetts teachers’ oath stat- 
ute which appeared in the Boston Herald of March 
20. That should be enough to bring about disillu- 
sionment. The whole procedure was an offense 
against the Bill of Rights, but the greatest outrage 
came while Prof. Earl M. Winslow, who resigned 
from the Tufts College faculty rather than take the 
oath, was speaking on the constitutional guaranties 
of freedom of speech and the right of petition. In- 
terrupted by shouts of “Throw him out!” from mem- 
bers of the legislative committee, Prof. Winslow 
sought to continue, and thereupon, at the order of 
the presiding State Senator, was seized roughly by a 
State trooper, who forcibly stopped the speaker. 
No wonder Prof. Gaetano Salvemini, exiled Ital- 
ian historian, now at Harvard, took the occasion to 
point out that the dictatorship of Mussolini had its 
indirect beginnings with a law whose language is 
virtually the same as the State teachers’ oath under 
fire in Boston.

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CARRYING ON A FINE TRADITION. 

It was a story doubly interesting to St. Louis 
which the news columns told Monday about the 
“half-won” fight of three bacteriologists at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania against the pestilence germ 
of influenza. Our changeable Middle Western win- 
ters, aided and abetted by the nasal and throat irri- 
tations of city smoke, afford all too much hospital- 
ity to the common cold and the more dangerous ail- 
ments which sometimes develop from it. Clearly, 
the report of any headway made toward the isola- 
tion of the influenza germ is good news to this com- 
munity along with the rest of the country.

HE terms offered to Germany by the 

Locarno Powers are an attempt to find 

a basis on which to continue the nego- 
tiations. For as matters stood the week after 
Hitler remilitarized the Rhineland, there sim- 
ply did not exist any basis whatsoever on 
which to negotiate. That is why the situa- 
tion was so very grave. 

After the violation without notice of the 
Locarno Treaty, France and her allies were 
incapable of signing a new set of treaties. 
They had first to have some ground, how- 
ever tenuous, for permitting themselves to 
think that a new treaty would be any more 
binding than the old one. But that was not 
really the worst of it. In the week follow- 
ing Hitler’s coup, the relations between 
France and Britain were dangerously im- 
paired because doubt had been raised as to 
whether the British commitment on the Con- 
tinent could be relied upon, 

As the indispensable preliminary to new 
negotiations it therefore became the task of 
the London conference to repair in some 
measure this breakdown of confidence. It 
has not been a question of re-establishing 
Locarno. Nobody imagined that could be 
done without going to war. It has been a 
question of establishing something, anything, 
that would enable the governments to begin 
to negotiate. The agreement which was 
reached last week is plainly directed to that 
single end, 
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Hitler denounced the Locarno Treaty, 
claiming on his own authority that it had 
been violated by the Franco-Soviet Treaty. 
The agreement calls for a test of that claim 
before the World Court. Hitler reoccupied 
the Rhineland without giving notice to the 
other signatories. The agreement calls for 
a temporary and symbolic recognition of the 
principle that the demilitarized zone still ex- 
ists. The evident desire of influential mem- 
bers of the British Government and of pow- 
erful sections of British opinion to con- 
done the whole affmir and let the British 
obligation lapse shook French confidence 
immeasurably. The agreement binds Britain 
in a military alliance if Germany refuses to 
recede at all. 

There appears to be an impression in some 
quarters that all this insistence upon re- 
spect for treaties is a kind of foolish punc- 
tilio, which no realistic person can or ought 
to take seriously. The sanctity of treaties is 
now described as an “unrealizable and ab- 
stract ideal” and it has been suggested that 
with the recognition that treaties are of no 
account, “real progress” is in sight toward 
“a general revision of European politics in 
accordance with the new and brutal reali- 
ties.” 

This view does not seem to me a very for- 
tunate contribution to a very difficult prob- 
lem. It is, if I may say so, not the realisme 
of responsible and experienced men, but the 
kind of pseudo-realism which is now hav- 
ing a considerable literary vogue. For in 
the real world of affairs, men soon discover 
that nothing can be transacted, whether it 
be between buyer and seller, creditor and 
debtor, employer and employe, the official 
and the citizen, one government and anoth- 
er, unless there is present some ultimate be- 
lief that they can trust one another. With- 
out this belief, action is paralyzed; the busi- 
ness of mankind cannot move,

practice, as the presence or the absence of 
confidence that an honest effort will be 
made to carry out the agreement. 

It would be a mistake, I am sure, to as 
sume that those who profess to think s0 
little of the importance of treaties really 
intend the full logic of their words. But 
it is just as well for us to remind ourselves 
that this doctrine, which says that morals 
and promises have little reality, and that the 
“brutal realities” alone really count, has a 
long history which in the modern world be- 
gins with Machiavelli. 

. > - 

But no one has stated it more explicitly 
than the philosopher Fichte, who, having 
declared that in the relations of states “there 
is neither law nor right, except the right of 
the stronger,” then went on to say not only 
that treaties were not binding but that de- 
ception “is the natural and necessary course 
of things” and that a government might well 
adopt the principle: “Promise peace that 
thou mayest begin war with advantage.” 

Nothing of this sort is, of course, intend- 
ed by those Americans who in the present 
crisis have borrowed .the Machiavellian 
theory. They would shrink from the logic 
of their phrases. They are, in all probabil- 
ity, merely confused by a failure to distin- 
guish between the sanctity of treaties and 
the unchangeability of treaties. 

The French are largely responsible for this 
confusion. During the ‘20s, they usually re- 
sisted amendment tothe Treaty of Versailles 
in the name of the sanctity of treaties. 
But what the phrase ought to mean is not 


that the terms of a treaty are eternal, but © 


that the treaty will not be broken until all 
attempts to negotiate a revision have been 
exhausted. No one would have accused Hit- 
ler of violating the sanctity of treaties if he 
had served notice on the @ignatories that a 
new treaty had to be negotiated, had stated 
his case, given his reasons, asked for fair 
consideration and then, having been refused 
redress, had marched into the Rhineland. 
. 7 + 

For it is not the letter of any treaty that 
is sacred. It is lawful procedure, what the 
American revolutionists called “a decent re- 
spect for the opinions of mankind,” that is 
sacred if there is to be anything but an- 
archy in human affairs. Without the resto- 
ration of some faith that some law and some 
engagements can be relied upon, the po- 
litical fabric of the European world could 
not held together. 

That is what the London conference re- 
alized. That is what Hitler himself dimly 
realizes and that is why, since he does not 
now wish war, he is so eager to negotiate 
some treaties. For without bonds of some 
sort, which the people trust, Europe would 
be so nervously tense that at any moment 
as a result of any incident almost anything, 
could happen.

WJ. BOGAN. CHICAGO. 
SCHOOL HEAD, DIES 


Superintendent Since 1928 
Succumbs at 65—Proponent 
of Evening Classes. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 25.—William J. 
Bogan, Superintendent of the Chi- 
cago Public Schools, died last night. 


He was 65 years old. His death 
was attributed by his physician to 
a heart ailment. He had beén ill 
since Feb. 1. A temporary gain in 
his condition was offset by a nine- 
day attack of hiccoughs, which left 
him weakened. 

Born at Mackinac Island, Mich., 
Mr. Bogan came to Chicago in 1893 
after teaching school in Michigan 
for several years. 

He was a proponent of evening 
schools for students unable to at- 
tend college—whom he termed “the 
forgotten 90 per cent.” He fos- 
tered classes in adult education and 
helped to organize the Vocational 


Educational Association of the Mid- | 


dle West, which later merged with 
the American Vocational Associa- 
tion. 

He became principal of Washing- 
ton School here in 1900 and of Lane 
Technical High School in 1905. 

In 1924 he was named as Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Education, 
and in that position fostered the 
junior high schools which were 
part of the educational system here 
until their discontinuance in 1933 
for reasons of economy. 

He was named Superintendent of 
the Public School System in 1928. 
He was head of the system when 
the School Board’s income was in- 
sufficient to pay the salaries of 
teachers, and was credited by city 
officials with having done much to 
preserve the morale of the teaching 
force. 

Mr. Bogan won a bachelor of 
philosophy degree from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago in 1909 and an hon- 
orary degree of doctor of laws from 
DePaul University in 1930. 

He was a candidate for presi- 
dent of the Department of Super- 
intendence of the National Educa- 
tion Association, at the recent con- 
vention in St. Louis, but was de- 
feated. 

Survivors include his wife, the 
former Elizabeth. Shelley, whom he 
married in 1906; two . daughters, 
Marcella and Katherine, the latter 
a student at Wellesley College; and 
a son, William Shelley Bogan.

‘DR. CODY DISPUTES STATEMENT 


ON SMOKE BY HEALTH CHIEF 


Asserts Polluted Air Holds Numer- 
ous Gases Contributing to Malig- 
nant Growths in Lungs. 

In reply to the assertion of Dr. 

W. F. Draper, acting Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the United States, that there 
was little proof of a definitely inju- 
rious effect of smoke on health, Dr. 
Lee D. Cady, president of the St: 
Louis Medical Society, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today it was 
well known that irritation by 
smoke-polluted air on the upper 
portions of the respiratory tract 
paved the way for infection. 
Dr. Draper’s statement was pub- 
lished yesterday, commenting on a 
report of the society on smoke. Dr. 
Cady called attention to the re- 
moval of St. Louisans to the sub- 
urbs to escape smoke and the de- 
parture from the city of persons 
suffering from sinus affections. 
Answering Dr. Draper’s assertion 
that the effect of smoke on health 
probably was no greater than that 
of normal meteorological condi- 
tions, Dr. Cady said this was a ri- 
diculous contention and that smoke, 
unlike atmospheric conditions, 
could be controlled. 

St. Louisans’ lungs contained de- 
posits of carbon-like material not 


‘found in those of rural dwellers and 


smoke held numerous irritating 
gases which contributed to malf{x- 
nant growths in the lungs, Dr. Cady 
declared. He denied that Federal 
smoke-abatement legislation was 
sought, saying the United States 
Public Health Service had merely 
been asked to devise plans for a 
universal campaign of smoky cities 
to eliminate the evil. 


EL SALVADOR REFINANCING 


Bondholders’ Committee Scale 
Down Interest Rates. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—The 
bondholders’ protective committee 
for the Republic of El Salvador an- 
nounced today that an agreement 
had been reached with the Gov- 
ernment of that country providing 
for a scaling down of interest rates 
and sinking fund requirements. In- 
terest on the “A’”’ bonds will be re- 
duced from 8 per cent to 5% per 
cent. The bonds will have the 
benefit of a cumulative sinking fund 
of 1% per cent annually during the 
first four years and about 2% per 
cent thereafter. 

On the “B” bonds, the agreement 
provides for a reduction from 6 to 
4 per cent with a cumulative sink- 
in gfund during the first four years 
of about % of 1 per cent a year and 
thereafter about .8 of 1 per cent. In- 
terest on the “C” bonds is to be 
reduced from 7 per cent to 3% with 
a cumulative sinking fund of 1-3 
of 1 per cent during the first four 
years and ‘of 1 per cent there- 
after. The outstanding “B” scrip is 
to be canceled without any payment 
by the El Salvador Government.

One of Wounded Tells How 
Ethiopians Shot Him After 
They Surrendered.

SOMEWHERE IN THE TEM- 
BIEN. March 6—(By Airmail and 
Boat to New York, March 25.)—On 
a cot in a field hopsital lay an Ital- 
jan, gasping hard for breath. His 
face was twisted, his eyes bright, 
hard. 

The surgeon, who had taken a 
bullet out of his stomach only a 
few hours before, tried to soothe 
him, but the man wanted to speak. 

“They waved a white flag . 
Held up their hands .. . 1 went up 


to them... one of them still had 
a gun... He shot me through the 
stomach.” 


The surgeon patted the. gasping 
man's shoulder. We walked away. 

“He's got six children in Italy,” 
said the surgeon. “Too bad. Fever 
ia up... Shows signs of infection. 
Afraid we're going to lose him.” 

A priest was moving from cot to 
cot, tired but forcing himself on 
as long as there were men, just 
taken out of the burning heat of 
Africa's hollows, the Ethiopian in- 
fested rocks of its tangled moun- 
tains, who wanted his consolation. 

“Regulations are a funny 
thing,” said the surgeon, watching 
the priest. “Fellow was dying here 
yesterday ... shot through’ the 
chest... All the money he'd saved 
from the time he'd been in Africa 
was in a wallet in his inside pocket 
... He couldn't seem to rest until 
we'd promised the money had been 
sent to his two daughters’ in 
Italy. 

“‘Not my wife, she'll spend it 
foolishly,’ the dying man said. ‘My 
daughters only.’ 

“He kept asking for the receipt 
« » . A money order receipt. An 
orderly went to the camp postof- 
fice. They refused the money... 
it was soaked in blood. 

“The priest has the money now. 
He sent his own money to the 
man’s daughters. The man died 
when he saw the receipt.”

CRITICISM OF ROOSEVELT 
LIKENED TO THAT OF LINCOLN 


Donald Richberg Deciares There Is 
No Conflict Between New Deal 
and Constitution. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—Donald 
R. Richberg, likening criticism of 
President Roosevelt to that direct- 


ed against Abraham Lincoln, said 
in a radio address last night that 
those who raise the cry of uncon- 
stitutionality are “more interested 
in arousing fear and hate than in 
candidly debating an honest dif- 
ference of opinion.” 

“There is no conflict between the 
New Deal and the Constitution,” 
he said. “If it be an assault upon 
the Constitution to advocate a de- 
batable law, then every notable pol- 
itician, and every eminent lawyer 

. and_every distinguished judge 
who has served upon the Federal 
bench, has been guilty of more than 
one such assault upon the Consti- 
tution.” 

Richberg said Washington, and 
later Lincoln, were attacked by 
enemies who called them destroyers 
of the Constitution. These attacks, 
he said, “are being duplicated to- 
day ... upon the President who 
has carried the Government, the 
Constitution and the general wel- 
fare safely through the darkness, 
confusion and misery of an un- 
paralleled depression into the dawn- 
ing of a new and happier day.” 

By denying to states any inter- 
ference with interstate commerce 
and then resisting Federal incur- 
sions into that field on the ground 
that such a move imperil State’s 
rights, Richberg said, “obstruction- 
ists” seek to “create a zone of law- 
lessness—an area of anarchy—... 
while they reap temporary profits 
at the expense of the common 
good.”

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HEA AGAIN BOMBED 
BY ITALAN PLANES 


Ethiopian Munition Dumps De- 
stroyed, According to 
Rome Report. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, March 25. — Marshal 


Pietro Badoglio, commander of the 
Italian forces in Ethiopia, reported 
today that a squadron of 30 Ital- 
ian airplanes again had bombed 
Jijiga, destroying munition dumps. 
His statement said: 

“On the Eritrean front, one of 
our columns, operating in the low 
western plains, occupied the village 
of Cafta without resistance and 
with the welcome of the population. 

“Numerous armed groups of the 


region asked to be incorporated 
within our forces. 

“The air corps completed explora- 
tory and offensive action along the 
whole front and conducted sytem- 
atic attacks against enemy forces. 

“Yesterday morning, 30 airplanes 
of the Somaliland forces, again fly- 
ing in mass formation with perfect 
flight discipline, again bombed the 
important supply center of Jijiga, 
completing the destructive action of 
the preceding attack. “ 

“The following military objectives 
were destroyed: The military auto 
yards where numerous automobiles 
were parked; the Ghebi (royal res- 
idence) in the yards where other 
supplies were stored; the customs 
house with various supply yards; 
many warehouses and ammunition 
dumps of Ras Nasibu; various civil 
and military edifices. 

“In each bombing action in which 
the aviation command of Somali- 
land participatea, every airplane 
made a total of five hours’ flight 
over a distance of more than 400 
kilometers (250 miles) from the 
base of depasture, and dropped 
about 12 tons of high explosives on 
the target. 

“On the Italian side, no one was 
lost, despite active reactions by 
enemy anti-aircraft guns.”

volved in European affairs by this 
treaty. In fact, we hope and feel 
that it will contribute to European 
appeasement.” 

Japan was not represented by 
delegates at today’s ceremony but 
by two observers, since the Japan- 
ese delegation walked out of the 
conference after its demands for 
equality were refused. 

Dino Grandi, Italian Ambassador 
to London, attended the session as 
the Fascist representative but did 
not sign the treaty because of Ital- 
ian protests against existing East 
African war sanctions. The Italian 
Ambassador said “It is with the 
most sincere regret that Italy finds 
herself prevented from being 
among the Powers who today are 
signing the naval treaty.” 

His nation, Grandi declared, has 
been “compelled to maintain un- 
prejudiced its freedom in the field 
of naval constructions.” He gave 
as the Fascist reasons for non-par- 
ticipation the conclusion of agree- 
ments of mutual naval assistance 
in the Mediterranean among Great 
Britain and other Powers and the 
“unprecedented economic war” be- 
ing waged against Italy. 

“A potential naval menace exists 
in the Mediterranean,” said Grandi. 
“This is the first time in the his- 
tory of united Italy that our peo- 
ple feel their lives imperiled.” He 
added that the Mediterranean ques- 
tion “will be raised at a more suit- 
able moment.” 

The treaty, however, is left open 
for later signature by both Italy 
and Japan. 

Lord Monsell Closes Parley. 

Lord Monsell, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, voiced regret that “quan- 
titative” limitations ends with the 
existing treaties. He announced 
that the five Powers which signed 
the Washington treaty of 1922 would 
shortly sign a new protocol continu- 
ing in force the submarine warfare 
rules contained in the 1930 London 
treaty. After the signing ceremony 
he announced: “This conference 
now has terminated its labors and 
I bring it to a close.” 

Delegates to the international 
conference which drafted the new 
treaty expressed hope that the pro- 
gram for exchange of information 
would curb any sea armaments 
race for at least six years. 

The new treaty also limits the 
sizes of warships of individual types 
and inaugurated a building holiday 
for cruisers of the larger type, in 
place of the battleship building hol- 
iday which endured for 14 years 
under the Washington treaty. 

American and British spokesmen 
conceded that the chances of quan- 
titative limitation of navies had 
been dead for more than a year 
as a result of the denunciation of 
the Washington and London pacts 
by Japan, demanding full fleet 
equality with the world. 

The terms of the new treaty, the 
spokesmen said, contained all that 
could have been expected from the 
conference. ; 

Eden presided at the signing of 
the treaty in ethe Queen Anne’s 
drawing room of St. Jame’s 
Palace, although Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin himself opened 
the conference last Decefnber. 

The Irish Free State has declined 
to sign the treaty on the ground 
that it affected only naval Powers 
and might entail further obliga- 
tions. The Union of South Africa 
will not sign because of technical 
reservations. 

The 5-5-3 ratio, the principal sec- 
tion of the existing treaties to 
which Japan objected, was elimi- 
nated under the new agreement,

old London treaties, expiring Dec. 
31, 1936. 

The Powers hoped the new treaty 
would go into effect immediately 
on expiration of the old, or as soon 
as ratification could be completed, 
to remain in effect until Dec. 31, 
1942. 

Battleship Limitations. 


The limitations on the size of bat- 
tleships remained at 35,000 tons, but 
the Powers agreed to consider in 
1940 a possible reduction in size if 
experiments on new vessels proved 
this practical. 

The maximum size of guns is set 
provisionally at 14 inches, but the 
five signatories of the Washington 
treaty—-the United States, Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan—must 
ratify this by Jan. 1, 1937, or the 
present 16-inch limit will remain in 
effect. 

For the first time, battleships are 
divided into two classes—A, from 
17,500 tons up to 35,000 tons, and B, 
from 8000 tons down to 100 tons. A 
non-construction zone is imposed on 
battleships between 17,500 and 8000 
tons. 

The second class of battleships is 
designated so that smaller naval 
Powers which might want to con- 
form to the treaty can build ships 
of any size under 8000 tons, al- 
though the delegations realized 
there could be no battleship as 
small as 100 tons, bearing a 10-inch 
gun—the lowest size in the main 
batteries of any battleship. 

The treaty sets the maximum size 
of cruisers at 8000 tons, with guns 
of a 6.l-inch maximum during the 
holiday in construction of 10,000- 
ton cruisers. 

Aircraft carriers are cut from a 
maximum of 27,000 tons to 23,000. 
Guns are limited to 6.1 inches. 

Submarine limitations remain the 
same, size restricted to 2000 tons 
and guns to 5.1 inches. 


New Ctass of Small Craft. 


A new class of small craft, called 
“minor combatant vessels,” is cre- 
ated, limited to 2000 tons, 6.1-inch 
guns and a speed of 20 knots. Aux- 
iliary vessels are limited to guns of 
6.1 inches and a speed of 20 knots. 

The treaty provides that each 
signatory power should declare its 
annual building program and ad- 
vise the others of construction 
plans for the year. The program 
announcements are set for the first 
four months of each year, with no 
keel to be laid until after the 
eighth month of the year. 

The new treaty, thus, is regard- 
ed as a forward step in elimination 
of surprise construction. 

A clause is added to the pact, 
giving the participating powers an 
“escape” for liberty of action in 
the event of unforeseen develop- 
ments in the naval programs of 
non-participating nations. 


Third Parley Sin®e War. 


This treaty brings to a climax 
months of negotiations in the third 
naval parley held since the World 
War. After the preliminary  bi- 
lateral conversations in 1934, Britain 
worked from the _ start for the 
scheme of building program  an- 
nouncements. 

The United States called for con- 
tinuation of the ratio system, but 
Japan, faced by American and Brit- 
ish opposition, withdrew with its 
proposal for a common upper limit 
for all powers. 

Germany, not a party to the orig- 
inal five-Power conference, has 
geared its navy to 35 per cent of 
the British Navy under the Anglo- 
German accord, giving the Reich a 
total tonnage of about 400,000 tons. 
An effort to bind Soviet Russia 
to the new agreement or a separate 
treaty is considered possible Dy 
naval sources. 


NEW YORK WPA ADMINISTRATOR 
CANCELS ORDER FOR 17 BILLIES 


Victor Ridder Says “We Don’t Need 
Them Because We've Taken 
Ample Precaution.”

NEW YORK, March 25.—Orders 
for 17 billies, which could also dis- 
charge tear gas, for use by guards 
at WPA headquarters were can- 
celed yesterday by Victor F. Rid- 
der, WPA Administrator. 

Ridder said he canceled the or- 
ders as soon as they came to his 
attention, “because we don’t need 
that sort of thing. Because we've 
taken ample precaution.” 

Dr. Daniel J. Daley, physician at- 
tached to WPA headquarters, 
signed an affidavit that he had 
treated four guards injured in eject- 
ing demonstrators. Two delega- 
tions were forcibly ejected yester- 
day, one of them by mistake. One 
delegation of 10, protesting against 
an order which will discharge 40,000 
WPA workers June 30, was put out 
by guards who met them at the 
elevator.

And a big verdict against 
an individual, a corporation or an 
insurance company, for fictitious or 
trivial injuries, encourages similir 
litigation to clog our courts, and 
the public must pay. We are faced 
with the problem of getting jurors 
who have the intelligence necessary 
to sift the testimony, apply the 
instructions and arrive at a just 
verdict, without personal whims or

EW contract bridge players, 

even in the expert class, realize 

the significance of even a slight 
change in their bidding habits. To 
alter the requirements for a single 
bid may affect the 
entire structure 
of bidding, from 
opening one-bids 
to grand siams.

ing) such as the one-over-one and 
the two no trump take-out) auto- 
matically became absolutely forc- 
ing. 

Bridge players will find that the 
new “asking bid,” which has had 
such an enthusiastic reception, wil! 
be more than an addition to their 
bidding system. It will react in 
hundreds of ways on all bids. Es- 
pecially it will take the bidding of 
freaks and “swing hands” out of 
the classification of guesswork and 
give to slam bidding on these un- 
- balanced types of hands an uncanny 
precision. 

“To every action there is an equal 
and positive reaction,” say the 
school books. Good players know 
that every informative bid is valu- 
able in two ways: When a player 
makes the bid he shows certain spe- 
cific strength, when he fails to 
make the bid he denies this 
strength. Negative inferences have 
long been a major consideration in 
expert bidding. 

The “asking bid” makes it possi- 
ble to obtain this negative informa- 
tion without the need for drawing 
fine inferences which only the best 
players can be expected to draw. 
The following hand, played in a 
team-of-four match at Crockford’s 
in New York, illustrates the use of 
the “asking bid” to avoid reaching 
@ losing slam. It also shows how, 
in order to lay the groundwork for 
his “asking bid,” a player first 
made a bid which, a short time ago, 
he never would have made, 
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The bidding (North-South vulner- 
able) would, before the introduction 
of “asking bids,” have lured North 
and South into a losing small slam. 
In fact, the team-of-four which, in 
the match at which this hand was 
dealt, did not use the “asking bid” 
reached six spades and went down 
one. Their opponents, using “ask- 
ing bids,” stopped at five spades 
and made it, gaining 750 points. 

Where the “asking bids” wete not 
used, Kast, the dealer, passed. South 
bid one spade, West passed, and 
North bid three hearts. South bid 
three spades, and North four no 
trump. Now, when South bid five 
spades, North decided that the 
chances of South's having at least 
the diamond king were so great 
that he would risk a six spade bid. 
West opened the king and ace of 
diamonds and it was all over. 

The other North-South pair used 
the “asking bids.” South opened 
with one spade, as at the other ta- 
ble, but North, wishing to con- 
firm the trump suit in order to 
make an “asking bid” later, gave 
him a jump raise to three spades. 
South bid four spades, which usual- 
ly closes the bidding. Any further 
bid by North is considered a “trap.” 

In this case North gladly trapped. 
He bid five diamonds, an “asking 
bid,” to find out whether or not 
South had the diamond king, or a 
singleton in diamonds. South, using 
the conventional signoff, bid five 
spades to deny second round con- 
trol of diamonds; and North passed. 
When West took his two diamond 
tricks he was through for the day. 

TODAY'S QUESTION. 

Question: I understand that the 
dealer always has the right to shuf- 
fle the deck last, no matter how 
many times it has been shuffled be- 
fore. Suppose the cards are cut 
before the dealer has had a chance 
to shuffle. Does he lose his right 
to shuffle? 

Answer: The dealer always has 
the right to shuffle the cards be- 
fore he starts to deal. If they have 
been cut he may shuffle them nev- 
ertheless, but. must offer them for 
@ cut after he is through shuffling.

ROMBAUVER’S new eook- 
book is out. 

Many a bride just starting 
ber culinary career will welcome 
this news if she is as wise as the 
eloping bride who telegraphed, “Am 
married—order announcements — 
send me a Rombauer cookbook at 
once.” 

So will many an experienced 
cook who has profited by Mrs. Rom- 
bauer’s culinary explorations and 
‘adventures far afield, welcome the 
new twice-as-large revision of “The 
Joy of Cooking.” And many a fire- 
side epicure will look forward to 
reading the chapter introductions 
in which the author continues 
wisely and wittily to set forth her 


food philosophy, with apt anec- 
dote and bits of history relative to 
a dish or viand, culinary chat and 
comment interspersing the recipes 
like good table talk. For it is, of 
all things! a witty cookbook. 
Still, knowing Mrs. Rambauer 
as we do in St. Louis, it couldn't 
be otherwise. Always the life of 


the party, be it a meeting of the 
women’s committee of the Sym- 
phony Society over which she is 
presiding, a board meeting of the 
Wednesday Club or some. other 
of the numerous civic, philanthropic 
or cultural enterprises in which she 
is active, Irma Starkloff Rombauer 
takes the same lively, alert person- 
ality into her kitchen and, articu- 
late as always, brings forth an en- 
tertaining, inspiring, as well as re- 
liable and clearly informative rec- 
ord of research and achievement in 
that laboratory. Years of planning 


and preparing meals with their

“This is all; there is nothing 
more.

That is what many great sci- 
entists say after they begin facing 
life and death—after they begin 
asking questions. That is what you 
and I have said, even though we 
are not scientists. 

But Louis Pasteur did not say 
that. He, who went farther than 
anyone had dared to go, did not 
say, “There is no more, or I would 
have found it.’ 

Instead, he eaid, “There IS more 
and I HAVE found it... . THERE 
IS GOD!” 

Louis Pasteur believed in God. He 
believed in God completely, with- 
out the slightest doubt. He did 
not think of God as a great Life 
Force. He thought of Him as a 
child thinks of his ‘father. So, 
when he was very tired, he would

primitive and the most powerful is fear. 
There is not one of us who does not. re- 
member the muscular tenseness, the rac- 
ing heart and the quickened breath, 
which are the physical correlates of the 
feeling of fear. 


The capacity to fear is a definite part 
of our physical heritage. It is as natural 
to us as hunger and thirst and drowsi- 
ness. It is bred in our muscles, our 
bones and our blood streams. And there 
is no way of predicting what harmless 
object or what innocent experience will 
cause our hands to grow clammy and 
our spines rigid with terror. 


Some of the wisest and staunchest men 
have succumbed shameless to fears that 
were both unreasonable and petty. Both 
Mohammed and Luther were pitifully 
frightened by thunder storms. And 
Shakespeare and Napoleon shared a 
common dread of cats and kittens, 


If the emotion of fear is so universal 
and so strongly ingrained in us all, then 
surely at one time, it must have served 
a useful purpose. And so it did. Our 
primitive ancestors had to be afraid in 
order to survive the hostile world in 
which they lived. It was through learn- 
ing to fear floods and storms and prowl- 
ing beasts that they learned self-preser- 
vation. 


Today we seldom encounter savage ani- 
mals; and science and civilization protect 
most of us from the ravages of nature. 
Yet even in modern times our instinc- 
tive alertness to the hard sounds and 
sudden movements, which presage immi- 
nent physical danger, is a very useful 
heritage.

about to cross a street that is slick with 
ice, you suddenly see a heavy truck 
careening around a corner and lurching 
in your direction, you automatically 
jump away from it. Your arms and legs 
are tense.

After the truck has lumbered past, you 
realize that you have been afraid—and 
also that you are still alive. It was your 
instinctive fear of a swiftly moving, tow- 
ering object, and the wariness which it 
gave you, that saved your life. 

Perhaps you have the disconcerting 
habit of screaming when you see a 
mouse, or of gasping audibly when you 
find someone standing quietly in a room 
that you supposed was deserted. Sup- 
pose you do these things, what of it? 
So, in a more or less obvious way, does 
everyone else in the world. 

Such immediate, spontaneous expres- 
sions of instinctive fears are natural and 
unavoidable and, aside from making you 
feel and look a little foolish, they do you 
no real harm. You can no more control 
such behavior than you can check the 
tears that well up in your eye when 4 
sharp cinder blows into it. 

But the fears that you can control 
and which, if you don’t control. them, do 
you inestimable harm, are the fears 
which are caused, not by concrete ob- 
jects and events in the objective world, 
but by the farfties and suspicions in your 
own subjective mind.

You realize, even if only 
subconsciously, that you are not bad 
looking, that you dress simply and in 
good taste, that your manners are quiet 
and not without charm, and that your 
mind is certainly as keen as the average.

Now in anticipation of your interview 
you begin to doubt its value. You think 
that perhaps your gestures will seem 
awkward, your clothes dowdy, your con- 
versation crude and ignorant.

You arrive at the appoint- 
ed place ahead of time, out of breath 
and completely flustered. But no one, 
you are determined, must know what an 
abnormal state of mind you are in. 

So by a supreme effort of will you 
keep your hands from trembling visibly 
and your voice from faltering perceptibly, 
as you answer the great one’s questions 
and say your little speech. Yet you 
know that your whole manner is un- 
natural, unsure and unconvincing. You 
are really not yourself. 

For hours afterwards you remain tense, 
restless and irritable. In retrospect your 
interview seems to have been even more 
awful than you were afraid it was going 
to be. You remember it not with pleas- 
ure or even relief but with regret, shame 
and disgust. And like all human beings 
you seek a cause for these unpleasant 
and disturbing feelings. 

Their cause should be as obvious to 
your mind as it was natural to your 
body. Your fright, and the physiological 
reactions which it produced, was the 
basis for all these later and more subtle 
emotions. But the chances are that you 
will not accept such a simple explanation 
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of your present over-wrought condition. 
You will try to persuade yourself that 
some one else provoked it, and quite nat- 
urally that some one becomes the person 


,with whom you so recently talked. 


The person may have been as polite 
and considerate as possible and well dis- 
posed toward you. But it will be diffi- 
cult for you to persuade yourself that 
this is so. With your heightened sensi- 
bilities you will be able to remember 
suggestions of rudeness in his manner 
and harshness in his voice. And you may 
quite easily, if you don’t take yourself 
in hand, develop a profound dislike not 
only for this one individual but for the 
entire profession which he represents. 
And such groundless prejudices may, in 
turn, have a very widespread effect upon 
your life, 

Once we have allowed these meaning- 
less, unacknowledged, yet persistent fears 
to influence our reason and guide our 
imagination, the habit of giving way to 
them grows increasingly stronger and 
the number of our terrors greater. We 
still fear actual dangers, of course, but 
not nearly so greatly as we do all the 
vague future possibilities which a racing 
imagination can conjure up. 

We become afraid to stay alone, and 
also to go out among people. Any un- 
usual happening, like the doorbell ring- 
ing late at night, can make us sure that 
our whole world will soon crash about 
us. And any new responsibility can make 
us sick -with dread, We become afraid 
of poverty, of illness, of a lonely old age. 
But most of all we become afraid of 
other people—afraid that they will recog- 
nize our perpetual anxiety and laugh at 
us for being fools or despise us for being 
cowards. 

Thus fear, which at bottom is a physio- 
logical reaction for self-defense, loses its 
primary function, and becomes a great 
detriment to our health, our efficiency, 
our happiness and our peace of mind, 
It makes us self-conscious, suspicious 
and sly. It robs us of our confidence in 
our fellow men and of reliance upon our- 
selves. 

And the worst phase of this entire 
situation is that the more sensitive, the 
more imaginative, the more highly intel- 
ligent a person is, the more liable is he 
to give way to these nagging, mental 
fears. A stupid man is seldom afraid un- 
til danger is actually upon him. But a 
keenly developed mind can foresee fan- 
cied dangers in every situation that con- 
fronts him. And what can he do about 
it? He can use his imagination, his 
reason and his intelligence to block his 
fears rather than to strengthen and in- 
crease them. 


He can realize that fear is a universal 
physical reaction and he can recognize 
this reaction when it occurs in his own 


body—recognize it for the simple, self- . 


protective function that it is and let it 
go at that. He can forego his intellec- 
tual desire to translate his fears into 
more complex and subtle emotions, and 
he can resist the temptations to allow his 
life to be ruled by anxieties and sus- 
picions and hunches and premonitions 
and all the other useless and baseless 
products of his imagination. 

He can be the kind of unaffected per- 
gon that nature intended him to be, and 
cease his everlasting worry over the im- 
pression he may some day make on oth- 
ers. He will let fear play the part in 
his life that nature intended it should; 
but he will let his higher mental facul- 
ties and his real talents and capabilities, 
whatever they may be, direct his life.

goes to George M. Cohan, probably 
the only guy identified with the 
stem to whom the tag could be ap- 
plied affectionate- 
ly. Nowadays 
when you label 
anybody “a typi- 
cal Broadwayite,” 
it’s almost an in- 
sult, but Cohan 
belongs to a 
Broadway that ex- 
isted before it 
became the herd- 
ing spot for the 
chiselers and 
would-bes. When 
Py he spun out the 
ee + ditty, “Give my 
: Regards to Broad- 
Walter Winchell aa? it ee 
choke up any wanderer who heard 
it from Maine fo Monterey, and his 
crack that any stop outside of New 
York was “camping out” came from 
an affection for the big alley it 
would be hard to work up for it 
now. And there is probably no- 
body in the world who uses fewer 
Broaway tricks than Cohan, or 
“The Boss,” as he is known to his 
familiars and underlings. Last week 
Michael Mok got an interview with 
him that was so full of generous 
plugs for others that you'd think 
Cohan had never been near the 
street. The first non-Broadway ges- 
ture he made was for Clifford 
Odets. Cohan was wowing audi- 
ences in every State before Odets 
was born, and the typical attitude 
for a Broadway biggie toward a 
stripling getting his. first break is 
to patronize him or put the ball 
bearings under him. 


“Let that Odets boy come down 
to earth,” boosts George M., “and 
he'll be our greatest playwright. I 
was crazy about ‘Awake and Sing.’ 
I though it should have got the 
Pulitzer prize. ‘Paradise Lost’ was 
a great piece of writing, too.” 

How's that for a Yankee Doodle 
author toward a Communist? The 
laugh of that is that Odets’ own 
contemporaries, even those who 
string along with his radical lean- 
ings, have had him on the griddle 
ever since he clicked. If you want 
to hear eloquent panning, huddle 


four young playwrights over a 
pitcher of stimulant in “21” or 
somewhere and boo “Odets” to 


them. Whisper the name to Cohan, 
as Mok did, and he says: 

“Odets is a very clever boy. Mind 
you, I don’t know the lad; I never 


saw him, on stage or off. ‘Awake 
and Sing’ was a fine job. Full of 
tricky theatrical touches. It reeks 


of the theatre, you know.” 


About 15 years ago, or more, a 
young Greenwich Villager was set- 
ting the theater on fire with a lot 
of coarse plays that had the B’way 
managers scurrying for cover. They 
sneered at the youngster and pre- 


‘dicted he'd melt back into obscur- 


ity, but Cohan was in there thump- 
ing his drum for the kid. The kid 
was Eugene O'Neill, now regarded 
America’s foremost playwright. 

“I was one of the original Eugene 
O'Neill fans,” he recalls. “I hollered 
my head of for ‘Beyond the Hori- 


zon. 


-When he Was trouping in “Ah 
Wiuderness” (the work of the 
O'Neill “kid” he plugged years be- 
fore) he got fed up with numbskull 
reporters gagging about the flag. 
One indicated a trunk in Cohan’s 
luggage and asked him if he had 
the flag in there. 

“No,” rejoined The Boss, “that 
trunk contains the body of the re-| 
porter in the last town who asked | 
me that question. 


Cohan has spent a lot of 
dough paying for his own mistakes. 
Lots of time in rehearsal he would 
pul an actor out of rehearsal and 
gay, “Listen, pal, you're not right 
for this job, and I'm going to stick 
somebody else in. But you're a con- 
acientious guy and you'll get paid 
as long as the show runs, or until 
you get another job.” 

The dismissed actor got paid, too, 
which is contrary to all Broadway 
formula.: 


If you finger back through Burns 
Mantle’s yearly histories of the the- 
ater, you'll find that Cohan carries 
along lots of the same actors from 
show to show. Some of them you 
never find in anything but Cohan 
productions, which is a loyalty that 
should have made him a failure 
years and years ago. 

“I'm a song-and-dance man and 
just a hack when it comes to play- 
writing,” he says, modestly. 


Well, he’s the only guy who can 
say that out loud about himself and 
mot get challenged. A few years 
a&Z0 @ young Britisher had the lo- 
cals all hoarse from praising his 
versatility. His name was Noel 
Coward, and he was looked upon as 
the supreme showman because he 
could write plays, music, revues, 
operettas and play any part in 
them.
